In this d ay of rap id ly p aced bu siness and p rofessional work we some­ 
times wond er if, in ou r hu man ex p eriences, the fu ll and richer life when 
we p ass the 7 0-y ear milestone can p ossibly su rv iv e. 
Instances of ou r y ou nger people, men and women in their early 
thirties, d y ing from cancer and heart attacks are becoming ind eed too 
wid esp read , and the p ace of mod ern civ ilization will eitner hav e to slow 
d own or mu ch of the hu man race will v anish from this earth. 
In the sp iritu al world the Good Master can take the broken heaits 
c f men and women— broken v essels as they are— and mold them into 
sou l winners for the kingd om; bu t when the p hy sical bod y breaks d own 
we cannot ord er su ch “rep lacement” p arts as new hearts, new lu ngs and 
“a new set of p iston rings.” 
The fu ller, richer y ears of hu man ex p erience, 7 0 to 100 y ears of age, 
are becoming rarer, and p eople, if they liv e to see these gloriou s y ears, 
mu st take mu ch better care of their bod ies than the world at large is now 
d oing.

Flamep roof cotton insu lation material, stain-and -waterp roof p lastic 
coated cotton fabrics, u nsp u n and non-wov en cotton cloth are new u ses 
which offer markets more than a million bales of cotton a y ear. 
Althou gh the u ses mentioned abov e are only a starter, they are in­ 
d icativ e of what can be d one with and for cotton. If throu gh these and 
other new u ses, the cotton farmer can find an ad eq u ate market for his 
cotton, he will cease to constitu te a- seriou s threat to farmers in other 
states whoso crop s he can p rod u ce abu nd antly and at low costs. 
The cotton farmer and the entire cotton ind u stry shou ld be ap p lau d ed 
and encou raged in their aggressiv e p rogram of research and sales p ro­ 
motion. The continu ed su ccess of this p rogram is of v ital national interest. 


WHAT CONTEMPORARIES ARE SAYING 


OUR NEW BIBLE TO READ 
A new translation of the New Testament to be known as the Rev ised 
Stand ard Version, has been comp leted and is now being d istribu ted to the 
p u blic. 
This v ersion was p rep ared by a committee of translators and 
Bible scholars named by the International Cou ncil of Religiou s Ed u cation. 
Members of the committee hav e said that while the new v ersion is 
cast in a simp ler, more familiar sty le, none of the changes affects any ; 
major d octrine of the Christian faith. 
Translators ou tlined the reasons for u nd ertaking the laboriou s task 
cf rev ision with these ex p lanations: That the English Rev ised and Ameri­ 
can Stand ard v ersions lost mu ch of their beau ty and p ower becau se of a 
too literal, mechanical translation; that scholars are better eq u ip p ed to­ 
d ay than they were 6 0 y ears ago both to d etermine the original tex t of 
the Greek New Testament and to d etermine its langu age; and that the 
Biole is “not merely an historical d ocu ment and a classic of English litera­ 
tu re, bu t the Word of God .” 
The Rev . Dr. Lu ther A. Weigle, d ean of the Yale Univ ersity School, 
states in the introd u ction that “the Word mu st not be hid d en in ancient 
p hrases that hav e changed or lost their meaning; it mu st stand forth in 
langu age that is d irect and clear and meaningfu l to the p eop le of tod ay .” 
W’rcther or not y ou su bscribe to a change in y ou r Bible, it is reasonable 
th at a change of langu age will benefit the child ren of tod ay who are u sed 
to a far d ifferent sp eech. 
Withou t p red icting in any d egree the p op u larity of su ch a v ersion, 
etill the v ery fact of its comp letion and p u blication marks a notable accom­ 
p lishment in the field of Biblical scholarship .— The Post Disp atch.

Besides these, more than 31 veter­ 
ans have made applications or in­ 
quiries for 40-y ear land (purchase 
loans, but lack of available farms at 
reasonable prices has- greatly hin­ 
dered this program. 
“Already a few patriotic citizens, 
vho want to do more fur the return­ 
ing servicemen than just wish them 
well, have offered to sell at reason­

for family -sized 
forms,” Mr. von Roeder declared. 
“But we need more such assistance.”

purchase loans and operating loans 
— to assist veterans The supervisor 
indicated, however, that unless and 
until the veterans can find the farms 
they want to buy or operate, these 
loans mean nothing.

INDIFFERENTISM SHOULD BE 
CONDEMNED 


Indifferentism should be condemned in the name of reason. 
Thegod of indifferentism is not worshipped by rational men. 
God is supreme truth and supreme holiness. 
Therefore, He can­ 
not be equally pleased with falsehood and truth, with evil and 
good. 
To say that a man is indifferent to truth is to brand 
him as a falsifier; 
it is not otherwise to say that God is thu 
indifferent. 
This is not to maintain that private judgment is to 
be outlawed. 
However, private judgment is a judicial, not a 
liegislative, function. 
Man must judge as to whether God has 
spoken and as to what He has spoken, but he must remember 
that his judgment is not God’s law. 
There is nothing infallible 
about it. 
Indifferentism shouldb e condemned in the name of revela­ 
tion. 
Some are indifferent because they do not believe that 
God ever gave a special revelation. 
Christianity is not unique, 
they claim. 
It differs from Zoroastrianism and Hinduism only 
in degree, they say. 
Yet there are many indifferentists who 
claim to adhere to the Christian revelation while rjecting some 
of its tnets. 
If a man makes 10 statements, eight of which are 
truth, you either brand him as a uninformed, misinformed or a 
falsifier. 
One must not select some of God’s truths and reject 
the rest. 
God did not think that it made little difference what the 
Israelites believed in religion. 
Some of their saddest experiences 
came as a result of believing idolatry just as good as, or better 
than, the worship fo Jehovah. 
Paul did not think that it made 
little difference what early Christians believed concerning the 
relationship fo law and grace. 
He went so far as to tell the 
Galatians that on who would be justified by the law has fallen 
away from grace (Galatians 5:4). 
Jam es did not think that it made little difference as to 
what a man believed of the subject of faith and works. 
Belief 
determines action. 
John did not think that it made little differ­ 
ence what a man believed about Gnosticism (I John 1:8 ; 2 :22; 
4 :3). 
Early Christian^ did not think it made little difference 
what they believed about the Ruler cult and emperor worship. 
They thought that it made the difference between eternal life 
and everlasting destruction. 
Indifferentism should be condemned in the name of moral­ 
ity. 
The logical conclusion to indifference to belief is indiffer­ 
ence to action. 
If religion is a matter of opinion, all certainty 
in morals is gone. 
Out of the heart are the issues of life, and 
from the abundance of the heart the mouth speaks. 
The thought 
precedes the deed. 
It is not good to say: “ I do not care.” 
There is nothing 
about which a Christian should be indifferent. 
He is not in­ 
different about what he is or what men think him to be; neither 
is he indifferent about the character or reputation of another. 
“ CHRISTIAN'S A RE PEO PLE WHO CARE ABOUT PEO PLE 
WHO DO NOT C A R E.” 
avoid this expression fo indifference. 
Said lightly, it reveals lack of thought; 
said thoughtfully, it 
reveals lack of feeling. 


The indifferent man is not good as a convert to Christianity 
unless he is converted from his indifference. 
One who loves 
truth will not be indifferent to it in any form or location. 
Let us study to handle God’s word aright. 
We must not be 
indifferent; we must be disecerning. 
May the Lord help us to 
realize that it is as important that we have the missionary spirit— 
yes, more so, than it is to be able to trace the missionary journeys 
of Paul. 
We care because He cares!

In some cases premiu m prices granted 
by OPA encou raged produ ction of lu mber not 
u sable for Home Bu ilding. 
Proper peace-time 
adju stments hav e not y et been made to encou r­ 
age produ ction for home constru ction, lu mber su ch 
as flooring, ceiling, siding, millwork, ply wood— 
all essential items in home constru ction. 
This 
situ ation affects all lu mber produ ction. 


4 .— The manu factu rers of lu mber hav e been 
prov ided with a hidden premiu m on ex port lu mber. 
The OPA has made it more profitable to produ ce 
lu mber for ex port to foreign cou ntries than to 
produ ce lu mber for home constru ction.
